The commissioners have been m eet­ 
ing recently iii special sessions and 
while no method of financing the pro­ 
ject to completion has been determ in­ 
ed upon it is probable that we will 
ask for an additional county-wide is­ 
sue of $80,000 or a district bond of 
a similar amount. 
“ The fact is the money available 
in the first place was not adequate 
and its inadequacy has been increas­ 
ed by unexpected conditions. 
“W e have about fifteen miles of 
completed roads and causeways from 
the south county line and all of the 
grading from Decatur south has been 
done. 
There is about eight miles of 
surfacing south of Decatur to be 
done. 
The road was graded clean 
through to the north county line, but 
under the punishm ent of excessive 
rainfalls the graded 
road-bed 
has 
washed and deteriorated 
so badly 
that the w'ork will have to he done 
over. 
The county 
commissioners 
have decided to go ahead with the 
funds in hand and complete the grad­ 
ing and causeway work to the noitn 
line so the road w'ill be made more 
nearly passable. 
“ With $130,000 state and federal 
aid and $30,000 th at will be avail­ 
able from county road funds it is b e ­ 
lieved that an additional bond issim 
cf $80,000 will be sufficient to com­ 
plete the work according to plans. ’
